The longest, and probably the 
most intensive blackout ever staged 
in Andover will be put on through- 
out Region 4 Monday night.

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Students Kept Busy at Summer School 


Boys Work on Farms Each Afternoon; Many - 
Now at Phillips Expect To Enter Service Soon 


With 64 more students than last 
year for a total of 260, of whom 
120 are in line for military ser- 
vice in less than a year, Phillips 
academy’s summer school, now in 
mid-season, is even more intensive 
and practical than last year’s. 
Students are kept busy from dawn 
to dusk with a well-balanced pro- 
gram, of study, sports and manual 
work. 

About 40 members of the regular 
faculty are connected with the 
summer school. Two teachers of 
specialized subjects are also on 
the staff, James J. Hart of the lo- 
cal school system, who is teaching 
aeronautics and physics, and Whit- 
ney Swift, head of ‘the mathema- 
tics department at Pomfret school 
in Connecticut. 

About 15 local boys are taking 
courses: there are, altogether, 30 


day students from Andover, Law- 
rence, Haverhill and Lowell. There 
is one faculty member to each six 
or seven students, a much smaller 
ratio than in the ordinary school 
term. 

There are 48 courses currently 
being offered, some being split in- 
to two sections in accordance with 
the school’s policy of not having 
classes of more than 20 members. 
Other courses have as few as three 
students. 

There are several different cate- 
gories of students, and their pro- 
grams vary somewhat. One group 
of 34 Seniors, for instance, is mere- 
ly taking up the work of what 
would ordinarily be the fall term; 
when school reopens in September, 
they will. continue with their sec- 
ond term’s work, and will grad-

Presidential Secretary Stephen 
Harly really shouldn’t be so hush- 
hush about the subjects which the 
president is planning to cover in 
his public addresses. An awful 
lot of people were greatly disap- 
pointed when ten o’clock came last 
night, after they had listened for 
half an hour to President Roose- 
velt, after they had been led to 
believe by the Secretary’s secre- 
tive manner that the President’s 
address was to be of major import- 
ance. 

If the people had been told that 
the President was going to use 
the Italian situation as a preamble 
for a lecture on home affairs tney 
probably wouldn’t have bothered to 
listen, It’s not that the American 
people don’t like doing things for 
their country; it’s just that they 
don’t like doing things because 
a group of more or less irrespon- 
sible bureaucrats feel that they 
should do them. 

Take the gas situation for in- 
stance. We here in New England 


know, as the President said, that 
it takes a great deal of gas for a 
Flying Fortress raid. We know 
thtat the invasion of Sicily with ali 
the tanks, jeeps and planes used 
up vast quantities of gasoline. And 
yet, while we in New England 
would be willing to give up every 
bit of gasoline that we have if it 
were absolutely necessasy, we still 
can’t understand two things. The 
first is why, if there is enough 
gasoline to give each of us a basic 
ration of a gallon and one-half, 
Wwe cn’t use that gallon and a half 
any way we like instead of the way 
that some man down in Washing- 
ton thinks we should. The second 
thing we can’t understand is why 
we in New England have to supply 
so much gasoline for the European 
campaign while the rest of the 
country gets twice as much gas 
and is unlimited in the purposes 
for which that gas may be used. 

It might be well if the next time 
the President desires to chat a half 
an hour with us he would explain 
those things to us instead of telling 
us things that we already know.

sistance from other localities. An-

In a secret ballot recently con- 
ducted by the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, the employees of Mar- 
land mills voted by a wide margin 
not to be represented hy the Tex- 
tile Workers Union of America, 
Cc.

uate in March, three months ahead 
of schedule. Many will enter ser- 
vice shortly thereafter; because 
they are nearly 18, they might not 
otherwise have an opportunity to 
finish theihr prep school careers. 
Though they graduate three months 
early, they will miss only two 
weeks of the ordinary study pro- 
gram. 

There are, besides, 80 under- 
classmen from Phillips’ regular ses- 
sion, 40 who will enter the school 
in September, and 105 who have 
not previously been connected with 
the school but are taking supple- 
mentary courses. ; 

The-34 Seniors mentioned above 
are, of course, taking the regular 
course of studies for the first term 
of the Senior year. Of the others, 
about half are taking a full year’s 
work in one subject, studying it 
for two or more periods a day, and 
half are taking a group of review 
courses. The intensive course in 
physics, for instance, is given 
twice a day, six days a week, for 
eight weeks, and a full year’s work 
is covered. 

Most of the courses. are offered 
during the regular season, but 
there are two new ones in naviga- 
tion and aeronautics. 


Physical Training Program 


A modern physical training pro- 
gram has also been worked out. 
There is a half-hour of calisthenics 
every day, five days a week, con- 
sisting of pretty rugged exercise. 
Following the calisthenics is an 
hour of informal athletics—base- 
ball, basketball, tennis, swimming. 

Every boy is required to pass a 
swimming test at the end of the 
summer, in which he must swim 
100 yards using four different 
strokes—back, breast, side and 
crawl strokes. Extra practice time 
is given those requiring it. 

Dr. Roswell Gallagher, school 
physician ,is conducting what are 
known as “step tests” in connec- 
tion with the physical training pro- 
gram, A boy’s pulse is taken be- 
fore and after a few minutes of 
strenuous exercise to determine his 
resistance to fatigue, and a record 
is kept of his progress in this re- 
gard during the summer, 


Work—And Plenty Of It! 


The biggest novelty in the school 
activities this year is the work pro- 
gram. Students have a choice of 
two programs. In the first, a boy 
works a single afternoon a week 
on one of three school projects, 


working in the school garden, 
building a root cellar at the school 
dining-hall for preserving garden 
produce for use during the winter, 
or laying a pipe line to the track 
on the athletic field. 


This program is compulsory for 
all boys who are not on a full-time 
work program. In the latter, which 
is voluntary, boys work for pay sev- 
eral hours each afternoon, some on 
farms, some on the school grounds. 
These working students miss the 
periods of athletics but none of 
their classes. About 35 boys are 
gainfully employed at commensur- 
ate rates of pay. George K. San- 
born of the faculty is in charge of 
the boys working every afternoon, 
Roscoe BH. Dake is in charge of the 
school garden, and Rey. A. Graham 
Baldwin directs the boys working 
on the other two projects. 


Open Forums Daily 


Another special feature this year 
is an assembly every morning, 
which all students must attend. A 
course is given in current events 
from a global point of view; docu- 
mentary movies and special lec- 
tures are given on appropriate 
topics. Leonard James of the fac- 
ulty is in charge of the assembly 
programs, and -Dr. Arthur B. Darl- 
ing and Philip Potter of the history 
department have given several 
lectures. 

An unusually interesting program 
was given Tuesday morning, when 
Wallace BE. Brimer, treasurer of the 
Tyer Rubber company, spoke on 
labor relations, Open question pe- 
riods are held frequently during the 
lecture programs. Any local teach- 
ers, or members of the public, who 
would care to sit in on one of the 
programs are invited to come to 
George Washington hall any morn- 
ing at 11:15. 

Besides working on the school 
projects, summer students make 
their own beds, keep their rooms in 
order, and serve themselves, cafe- 
teria style, in the school dining hall. 

The atmosphere of the school is 
strictly informal; students are re- 
quired to be only neat and clean, 
and may wear sports outfits at any 
time, even to their classes. 

Students from all over the coun- 
try are attending the summer ses- 
sion as they do the winter school. 
Among them are a dozen students 
studying on scholarships. 


The School Director 


This year’s summer session is 
being directed by Alan R. Black- 
mer of Bartlet street, chairman of 
the board of directors for the Eve- 
ning Study Groups here during the 
seven years they were held. Dur- 
ing his chairmanship, membership 
ran as high as 700 a season, with 
more than 1000—exact figures could 
not be tabulated—taking the regu- 
lar courses offered during the 1941- 
42 season and the special war 
courses inaugurated right after 
Pearl Harbor. 

A graduate of Williams college, 
'24\ and the University of Chicazo, 
25, he has taught English at Phil- 
lips for the past 17 years. He was 
also editor of the Phillips Bulletin, 
alumni magazine, from 1932 to 1940, 
and headed the department of Eng- 
lish from 1940 to last winter, when 
he relinquished that position to as- 
sume direction of the summer 
session.
